• Help students to formulate their articles
to include the results of their
investigation, how the results link to
water quality, and one thing that can
improve water quality at their school or in
their community. 

P R O C E D U R E
1. As a class, have students reflect on what

they have learned using the guided
questions.

2. Have students write a news article for a
local or school newspaper to present
their thoughts on water quality and
solutions. Give guidelines to include
information on how their investigations
and the evidence they collected
influenced their ideas about water quality. 

3. Invite students to present their thoughts
to the class and share their ideas to
improve water quality.
